Suspect in police officer’s death 
arrested at house in Hazelwood 


Mother, others charged 
with hindering arrest

New Kensington police Officer Brian 
Shaw’s final, fatal encounter began Fri- 
day night after he spotted a vehicle go- 
ing through a stop sign. It ended with 
his death in a hospital after being shot 
multiple times in the course of a foot 
pursuit during which he was unable to 
return fire. 

At a news conference Tuesday in 
New Kensington, several hours after a 
manhunt ended with the capture of Of- 
ficer Shaw’s accused killer, Rahmael 
Sal Holt, authorities provided new de- 
tails about the events leading up to the 
slaying of the 25-year-old rookie officer. 

Westmoreland County District At- 
torney John Peck said authorities be- 
lieve Officer Shaw’s attention was ini- 
tially drawn by a traffic infraction 
about 8 p.m. Friday in the 1200 block of 
Leishman Avenue. 

“We don’t have anything from Offi- 
cer Shaw himself — he did not actually 
say the reason he was stopping it,” Mr. 
Peck said. But according to what the 
DA described as reliable information, 
authorities believe the Jeep simply did 
not stop completely, reason enough for 
Officer Shaw to attempt to pull it over. 

Police said driver Tavon Harper, 27, 
of New Kensington never stopped. In- 
stead, a passenger in that vehicle, who 
authorities later identified as Holt, got 
out andran, Mr. Peck said.

What you always suspected is 
true — flying to or from Pittsburgh 
on the day before Thanksgiving is 
terrible. 

But here’s something to be 
thankful for: At least we’re not 
Philadelphia. 

Data from the U.S. Department 
of Transportation shows that dur- 
ing the week of Thanksgiving, the 
worst day for delays in flight depar- 
tures from Pittsburgh is the Wed- 
nesday before the holiday. 

While there is some annual vari- 
ation — during the past two years, 
for instance, the Sunday before has 
been the most abysmal travel day 
in terms of delays — over the past 
five years, at least one in every five 
Thanksgiving eve flights into or 
out of Pittsburgh International 
Airport has been delayed at least 15 
minutes. 

Most of those delays are signifi- 
cant. The majority are at least a 
half-hour long, and over the past 
five years, 28 have been more than

Pittsburgh holds us cards close to vest on Amazon bid. | Trump breaks

Boston has released its 218-page 
bid for Amazon’s proposed second 
headquarters for all to see. So has 
Toronto, with its 190-page pitch. 
And just across the state, Philadel- 
phia has revealed its three pro- 


posed sites for HQ2, complete with 
glossy renderings. 

But don’t expect Pittsburgh to 
follow suit, even though Amazon 
is not standing in the way of any 
city that wants to do so. 

For Allegheny County Execu- 
tive Rich Fitzgerald, it’s all about 
staying ahead of the competition. 


And if that means keeping the pro- 
posal secret, so be it. 

“My goal is to win, not to do 
what other cities are doing,” he 
said Tuesday. 

All Pittsburghers have gotten 
so far is a feel-good video touting 
Pittsburgh’s virtues and a snappy 
HQ2 campaign slogan, “Future. 


Forged. For All.” Other details are 
scant. 

Local public officials have not 
publicly identified any of the pro- 
posed sites for Amazon’s HQ2, al- 
though some of them — like Hazel- 
wood Green and the former Civic

FCC chairman aims to scrap 
open internet access rules

MENLO PARK, Calif. — The 
chairman of the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission set out 
Tuesday to scrap rules around 
open internet access, a move that 
would allow giant cable and tele- 
com companies to throttle broad- 
band speeds and favor their own 
services ifthey wish. 

Ajit Pai followed through on a 
pledge to try to repeal “net neutral- 
ity” regulations enacted under the 
Obama administration. The cur- 
rent rules treat internet service 


providers such as Comcast, AT&T 
and Verizon as if they were utility 
companies that provide essential 
services, like electricity. The rules 
mandate that they give equal ac- 
cess to all online content and apps. 

Mr. Pai said those rules discour- 
age investments that could provide 
even better and faster online ac- 
cess. Instead, he said new rules 
would force ISPs to be transparent 
about their services and manage- 
ment policies, and then would let 
the market decide.
